ONS. 


The possessions of those im- 


mense land proprietors, 
Messrs. 


Miller & Lux, extend a distance of 
sixty-eight miles, and this body is 
from five to forty miles wide. Ou 
the east side they have other small- 
er tracks. 
Henry Miller, who 


takes charge of tho. real estate of 
the firm, here and in other ports of 
the Stale, displays a wonderful ex- 
ecutiva ability, and furnishes em- 
ployment to hundreds of .nidi. 
He 


has what is known as the "Home 
llanche," and the "Canal Ranch," 
hesides several dairy ranches on 
this body of land. He keeps aUj 
army of carpenters, wagon-mak-; 
era, fence-bnildcrs, teamsters, farm- 
hands etc., not omitting detectives^ 
arid it is said he knows what.all 
of them arc about. This year the 
average of grain is not so large as 
in some former, years, being, only 
about 3,000 acres. ; There, a're on 
the premises 2>r>0f) urges'' of alfalfa, 
from which Jsist season three crops 
were taken and the fiVldfl twice pas- 
tured ; tliei-e are also 1,400 acres 
just sown tlio present season. We 
are informed by one of Miller's 
men that there were two string^ of 
fence on the land, ca<;h sixty-ipight 
miles long, besides the various 
cross fences. 
To give some idea of 


the. cattle belonging to this young 
kingdom, we: were informed that 
thisi year they branded 25,000 
calves. Aside from owning a large 
interest in the San Joaquin and 
Kings River Ganr.l, which runs 
from the month of tho Eresno 
slough to Los Banos creek, a. dis- 
tance of .forty miles, Miller & Ln^ 
are also constructing a canal on the 
easl; side of the S:vn Joaquin, which 
is intended to take water- from some 
of the numerous slonghs in that 
region and overflow their pasture 
land in the dry season. 
The 


mouth of Salt, or St. Louis Camp 
slough, is fifteen miles above Hill's 
Ferry, and five up the slough 
stands oiic of Miller's warehouses, 
which has a storage capacity of I,- 
200 tons of wheat, and which.is 
some twenty miles from his prin- 
cipal warehouses.—SlooMon Nc^vs.

TUB first case decided under the new 


>aw of 1875, 
in regard to taxing the 


capital stock of incorporated manufac- 
turing companies, was decided by Judge 
Ranstoad, of the county court, at Au^ 
rora, Jane 3, in favor of tho company. 


A law which taxes the ground, the 


building, the machinery, the stock on 
hand of an incorporated manufacturing 
company—and, then taxes again the 
money used to purchase all these arti- 
cles, is manifestly unjust and oaght to 
be repealed. The following we clip 
from the Chicago Journal: 


AURORA, ILL., June 9,—A case of 


much importance to 
manufacturers, 


publishers of newspapers, and stock- 
biccders when associated as a company, 
with,a capital stock of a given amount, 
wns decided yesterday by Judge Ran- 
stead, of tho county court In 1875 the 
Legislature passed a law excluding the 
capital stock of manufacturing, newspa- 
per publishing, and stock-breeding com- 
panies from taxation. Under this law 
thoHoyt'& Bra. Manufacturing Com- 
pany, of this city, enjoined tho county 
from collecting the tax on their capital 
stock. Tho case was argued before 
Judge Ranstead, the county being rep- 
resented by State's Attorney Hopkins 
and J. E. Maybournc, while lloyt & 
Brother were represented by the Hon. 
Eugene Canfleld, late candidate for At- 
torney General. Judge Ranstead deci- 
ded In favor of Hoyt & Brother. This 
is the first case decided under the new 
law, and ono affecting a large number 
in the State. The case will probably bo 
carried to the Supremo Court, and, if 
such is the case, will be hoard in Sep- 
tember at Ottawa.
